The People of Ada and Pontotoc County Are Incensed 
at the Apparent Lack of Vigilance 
at the County Jail. 


OKLAHOMA CENTRAL SPUR 
NOW BUILDING INTO ABA 


Work of Grading the New Line Began 
This Afternoon and Will Be Hur­ 
ried Through to Completion.

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“The work of grading the spur line 
connecting Ada with the main line 
of the Oklahoma Central (Began this 
afternoon at I o'clock with a good 
force of men. This work will! toe hur­ 
ried as fast as possible and trains 
will toe run irtto the Ada depot by 
October 1st. All trains will toe run 
into the Ada depot.” 
President Dorset Carter at I o’clock 
this afternoon made the statement 
quoted. It is the most welcome bit 
of news that this paper has had the 
pleasure of publishing for some time 
for it means a very great and an im­ 
mediate advantage to all the busi­ 
ness interests of this city and coun­ 
ty, 
The new line will be one and three- 
fourths miles in length and is ifcha 
property of the Ada Terminal 'Rail­ 
road company, a new corporation just 
formed with the following officers and 
directors: Dorset Carter, president; 
C. E. Wilson, secretary-treasurer; P. 
A- Norris, A. KL Thornton, « . T. 
(Douglass, Tom Hope and Adam Beck, 
directors. These are all Ada men with 
the exception of (Messrs. Carter and 
Wilson who are actively engaged in 
operating the Oklahoma Central, (Mer. 
Carter being the president of that 
road. 
As soon as the terminal is com­ 
pleted the road will be turned over 
to the receiver of the Oklahoma Cen­ 
tral for operation and will be to all 
.intents and purposes a part of that 
line. 
I 
The new line w21! Teach the cement 
plant and the oil mill, at the Latter 
place connecting with the M., K. & T. 
It is presumed .thai; the1 Katy engines 
will use the termsnal tracks to reach 
the cement plant and that the term-

The location for the depot at Ada 
•has not yet been determined but will 
toe located at some easily accessible 
and advantageous place. 


■Since the daring attempt Saturday 
night toy Frank Scribner to effect a 
wholesale delivery of the prisoners 
confined in the county jail there have 
been emphatic criticisms of the jail 
management heard on every hand. 
The Evening (News believes in ac­ 
cording a square deal to all concern­ 
ed and does not seek to vent any spite 
whatever upon the sheriff or upon his 
assistants, tout will, in the discharge 
of its duty as a public Informant, 
state criticisms theft are being made 
by reliable parties and state facts as 
they can toe gleaned from the sheriff’s 
office, the jail, county officers, public 
records and any direct and reliable 
source of information. 
The concensus of public complaint 
is that the jail is very loosely man­ 
aged in the matter of guarding. In­ 
stances are numerous wherein per­ 
sons have -without question or chal­ 
lenge—without even seeing any guard 
or other official on duty—walked in­ 
to the jail yard, (taken their own 
time to look about, converse with 
prisoners if they chose, and walk 
•way at leisure, all wiithout having 
seen any official whatever. 
One man yesterday did this. A ne­ 
gro prisoner was sitting behind the 
bars in the negro cell on the north 
side of the yard, (this cell being in a 
separate tou-ilding from the main jail. 
There was nothing at all to prevent 
his having tasked with (this prisoner 
or to have handed him anything 
from a six-gun or a few pounds of 
dynamite to a toothpick. 
The statement is made toy county 
officials that the custom has been 
lo frequently hand baskets of food 
through (the door of the moan cage to 
the prisoners, these baskets toeing 
covered with napkin or twee!. 
Three pop bottles were taken from 
the cage soon after the attempt at 
delivery, according to another officer. 
This officer argues that pop bottles 
make dangerous weapons in the hands 
of criminals. 
It ie a story apparently. in the 
mouths of nearly everybody about 
town that some time -ago Dan Scrib­ 
ner, the man who is resting under 
sentence of death and waiting for 
decision of the supreme court of 
criminal appeals, called (to the jailor 
to come and lock up the jail or they 
would aFl walk out and that on in­ 
vestigation it was found .the cage 
door. was not locked. It is also said 
that Scribner is allowed to walk 
about the corridor of the jail. 
Still another general complaint is 
that “trusties” are. allo wed to go out 
in .town freely and stay out indefinite­ 
ly, sometimes sleeping away from the 
custody of officers. They go to shows 
and. in fact, about do as' they .please. 
One prisoner was even allowed to go 
out of town for a while. 
These are 
statements made by officials and citi­ 
zens of prominence in the community. 
Three "trusties” are now “at large.*’

There has been some interest man­ 
ifest today in the probable location 
of the Oklahoma Central depot It 
rather appears that those putting up 
the money and controlling the situa­ 
tion are strongly inclined to locate 
(Continued on Page Two.) 


Aside from these “trusties” there 
are now eleven prisoners in the jail. 
Of this number one is under sentence 
of death awaiting the final decision 
of the supreme court of criminal ap­ 
peals; five are charged with murder, 
some in the first degree; five are 
charged with minor offenses. 
These prisoners are allowed to mix 
freely in the main cage of the jail. 
This cage ie divided into four cells, 
two on each side with a narrow hall­ 
way between. The door of the cage 
is directly opposite a door in the cor­ 
ridor that opens into the jail yard. 
A man standing in the yard could 
easily pass arms or explosives to 
prisoners in the cage by tossing them 
across the corridor, which is about 
ten feet wide, or pushing them along 
the floor with a stick. 
In securing the gun with which he 
held up the guard Saturday night 
Frank Scribner used a mop stick with 
another little stick which the pris­ 
oner** 
had been allowed to use in 
their bunks tied to the end of it, 
making a pole about six or seven 
feet long. Where he got the nail to 
make 
the hook in the end of this 
pole is not stated. He had to reach 
diagonally 
across a cr oner of the 
narrow side corridor that surrounds 
the main cage, under the cot to the 
gun which, with other guns was lying 
there loaded. 
There 4s criticism of the fact that 
the mop stick and other sticks were 
available, that (the nail was avail­ 
able, 
that the 
guns were left in 
sight of the prisoners, that the pris­ 
oner was allowed to have the hand 
mirror which he used to assist in 
seeing the guns. 
The attempt aft delivery occurred at 
9:15 otelock and there is farther crit­ 
icism of the fact that at that hour 
the prisoners were all loose In the 
cage Instead of having been placed in 
the ceils for -the night. 
Strength is given to these criticisms 
on account of the character and num­ 
ber of prisoners now In the jail. 
County Clerk Kerr states that the 
county commissioners allow 1120 a 
month for guarding the jail. This 
is presumed to pay a night and day 
guard whose duty it shall be to 
maintain a consistant surveillance of 
the jatfl and prevent the possibility of 
anything being banded to the prison­ 
ers or even any communication with 
the prisoners 
except 
under 
guard. 
The county commissioners do not stip­ 
ulate exactly as to how the money 
shall be expended and (they allow the 
sheriff to manage the guarding of the 
jail as he sees fit 
They have the 
power, however, to .stipulate and it is 
suggested that they should assume 
that power and demand a constant 
supervision of the jail. 
Mr. Kerr also says thaft since Jan­ 
uary I there have been claims pre­ 
sented 
to 
the 
comsniss’ioners 
for 
guarding the jail amounting to $1,-

Oklahoma City, Aug. 17.—The ther­ 
mometer at the Untied States weather 
observatory yesterday registered 103 
at 2:20. Shade thermometers in the 
business district reached 108 to 112. 
Be was the hottest day of the sea­ 
son In Oklahoma City and over the 
entire southwest country, and the 
hottest recorded here in fifteen years. 
CMO heat prostrations are reported, 
but dispatches state that crops have 
been materially damaged, in some 
places the good effect of the mois­ 
ture brought by recent rains hav­ 
ing been practically overcome.

AC Muskogee the thermometer reg­ 
istered HO and was the highest in 
eight years.

I believe I make no ex­ 
aggerated statem ent when I say that 
a boy or girl wrho is properly educat­ 
ed in our public or private .schools 
by’ competent and influential teach­ 
ers who point them to higher and 
nobler things is not likely to go 
very far wrong. Therefore I conclude 
that it is more economical to edu­ 
cate the child than to maintain the 
criminal.

J. Bryan, gave ex­ 
pression here in an interview of his 
cgrin ion of the new tariff bill and the 
manner of its passage. He not only 
flayed the bill tout blamed President 
Taft Cor its passage. Mr. Bryan Said: 
“The Aldrich bill is a consummate 
fraud deliberately planned and boldly 
executed. The republican panty plat­ 
form made a pledge to revise the 
tariff and the words unequivocally 
and speedy were (inserted in the plat­ 
form to make It appear that the rev­ 
enue was (to be a reduction. 
“Mt. Taft evidently 
realized 
the 
weakness of the platform upon which 
he was running and in the early days 
of the campaign he avoided any ref­ 
erence to a reduction of the tariff. 
“Finally driven to take some stand 
by revealed questions, he stated that 
the tariff should be revised again, 
that some schedules Should be low. 
ered and some raised, and finally aft­ 
er more questions, he stated that the 
revision 
would probably be down­ 
ward. 
“After the convening of congress, 
President Taft seemed to be indif­ 
ferent to the fact that the progres­ 
sives were being defeated on almost 
every proposition and the only time 
that he interposed In the action of 
congress was when he took part in 
the defeat of the income tax, doing 
this at the behest of Aldrich. 
“After the house had raised the ta r­ 
iff bill and the senate had raised it 
still more, the president did not take 
a hand in the matter or his efforts 
were confined to a few schedules. {He 
had not attempted to use the iniquit­ 
ous cotton schedule and the constitu­ 
tion to protect the consumer. He did 
not protest against the dnquftous cot­ 
ton schedule and still more iniquit­ 
ous woollen schedule and he did not 
object against the 25 (per cent ad 
valorem advance upon all schedules. 
“To sum it up, the Aldrich bill is 
a fraud and the republican leaders 


intended to perpetrate ft. The presi­ 
dent could have prevented Its pas­ 
sage but he failed to do R.” 


FOUL MURDER UNEARTHED 
REVOLTING TALE OF LUST 


Inhuman Son Enamored of His Step 
Mother—Wife and Son Co-operate in 
Committing Murder of Father and 
Husband. 


Pawhuska. Okla., Aug. 17.—A. P. 
Brown has made a full confession of 
one of the most revolting crimes in 
the history of Oklahoma. Yesterday 
he conducted officers to a spot in the 
western part of the county where he 
-promised to show the grave where 
his father is buried and where he 
was murdered last April by his wife, 
the step mother of the young man. 
While in camp near Bliss, the 101 
ranch, according to young Brown, his 
stepmother struck his sleeping father 
in the head with an axe, and after 
killing him burned his body in a 
brush heap. 
The young prisoner’s story Involves 
the treachery of an inhuman son and 
an unfaithful wife, * 
f.VBrs. Brown is ajlleged to have been 
enamored by her stepson, and in Feb­ 
ruary last the couple were arrested 
in Kansas City for lewdly abiding. 
This brought about trouble between 
the elder Brown and his wife, but 
subsequently the parties were recon­ 
ciled, and it is now believed the re­ 
conciliation was brought about tor 
the purpose of securing the old man's 
money. 
After the death of his father Brown 
left this port of the country, which 
together with other peculiar circum­ 
stances aroused suspicion and caus­ 
ed an investigation. The young man 
was located in Lulig, Tex., and was 
there arrested by Sheriff Ellis to 
whom he made a complete confes­ 
sion. 
He told Sheriff Ellis that his fath­ 
er, stepmother and little niece left 
Pawhuska last April in a covered 
wagon to go to Bliss, and it was while 
in camp near that place that the hor­ 
rible murder was committed. 
Mrs. Brown stated a few days ago 
that the old man had $19,000 when 
he disappeared, and it is believed that 
his brutal wife and son divided the 
money after disposing of his body. 
■Mrs. Brown is heavily guarded, mob 
violence besing seriously feared. The 
preliminary hearing is set for today.
